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How to Use This Book 

This textbook is written for the student’s first expansive introduction to Juz 'Amma, the 
30th and final part of the Holy Qur’an. Juz ‘Amma includes the shortest surahs and are typically 
those first learned and memorized. Nearly all 37 surahs comprising Juz ‘Amma are known as 
Makkan surahs.These are typically the earliest surahs revealed in the formative days of Islam. 

During this period, the Blessed Prophet Muhammad^ was first called to deliver the 
message of Islam. Born and raised in the city of Makkah, he was chosen at the age of 40 by 
Allahi!% to be the final prophet to the world. The society at that time was mired in idol-worship, 
superstition and corruption.There was no central government, no authoritative force to call upon 
for assistance and to maintain the peace; no court of law to enforce justice, no accountability 
and no means of punishment for wrong-doing other than tribal retribution. The customs of 
the different clans and tribal groups were the only ‘laws’ mandated, and these were purely at 
the whim and jurisdiction of the clan. Sometimes disputes and out and out wars between tribes 
would last for years. 

In the early phase of the Prophet’s 0 mission, Allahc^f revealed these short surahs, 
comprising themes of accountability, purpose of life, the falsity of idol-worship and the 
overwhelming power and majesty of Allah^. For the idol worshippers in Arabia, who had 
only tribal loyalty to determine the moral code, these themes were novel indeed. Prophet 
Muhammad’s call for Tauhid, belief in the One True God, and the recitation of these surahs 
were initially met with doubt, conjecture, claims of madness and of possession by Jinn. Severe 
persecution and torture of the new believers followed and eventually Prophet Muhammad ^ 
and the believers were forced to flee Makkah for the safety and welcoming community of the 
city of Madinah. Surahs revealed from this time onward are known as Madinan surahs. 

This ed ition presents a new and more comprehensive approach to learning Juz ‘Amma. All 
37 surahs are laid out clearly and logically. Each surah consists of a complete lesson. Enclosed 
with the textbook is a CD containing the recitation of all surahs and consisting of two parts: 
I) the recitation of the surah for learning (Repetition Track - Mukarrar) in which the ayaat are 
repeated 3X each, and 2) the recitation for memorization (Memorization Track - Mu’alim) in which 
the ayaat are repeated only once with a substantial pause for students to repeat on their own. 

Another exciting and unique feature is the Words to Know section. Here, key Arabic words 
are highlighted from each surah, helping students to better understand meaning and to increase 
their knowledge of Arabic vocabulary. There are two sections: Words to Know and Qur’anic 
Word: Root and Meaning. 

Words to Know: key words from the surah and their English meaning are given.These are 
basic, necessafy words found in significant frequency throughout the Qur'an. 

Qur’anic Word: Root and Meaning: presented here is the usage of the Arabic word within 
the individual ayah, the meaning in English, the three-letter Arabic root word and an example of 
the word in a sentence. 


For the young learner, we have included 1 8 stories from the Noorart's ‘Qur’an for Little 
Muslims’ CDs Series. Although at this time there is not a story to accompany each surah, these 
short stories are excellent for the young student to understand the practical application of the 
meaning of these surahs in their daily lives. The text of each story can be found at the end of 
each related surah, and can be read by the teacher, the students or their parents. Some stories 
are written in the form of a play. We highly encourage educators to perform these for the class, 
the school, parents and/or the community. 

There are four parts to each lesson: 

I - The Introduction: sets the stage for the history or occasion concerning the revelation 
of the surah. 

2- The surah: individual ayaat are listed in order in Arabic and with the explanation of the 
meaning in English. Standard Othmani script has been chosen for ease of reading. 

3- Words to Know and Qur’anic Word: Root and Meaning: highlights key words from each 

surah, helping students to better understand the meaning and to increase their knowledge 
of Arabic vocabulary. 

4- Review Exercises:Think and Write questions that challenge the students’ comprehension 
as well as activities that allow students to practically apply the knowledge gained from 
the surah. 

The Blessed Prophet Muhammad encouraged Muslims to commit to memory the Arabic 
text of the Qur’an. A Hadith or saying of the Prophet , assures the believers of 1 0 rewards 
for each letter recited. On another occasion he said our place in Paradise will be determined 
by how much of the Qur’an we know.

This surah is similar to the last one. The Prophet#, and the early believers 
needed encouraging words from AllahjV, as their own people, and even family 
members, had turned against them. The society was throwing its crushing weight 
against the Muslims, and refused to give up idol-worship and its ignorant customs of 
oppression and superstition. Muslims with little family support were often beaten 
in the streets or even murdered. This surah tells the Prophet # and the Muslims 
to be firm and increase their devotion to their Lord. That was the antidote, the 
inner medicine, to cure the feelings of inferiority and fear that the Makkans heaped 
upon them.
